Muur nis (Tenn.,) March 27.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Yesterday’s storm 
did not terminate till this morning, 
leaving eighteen inches of snow on a 
level, Interrupted street-car traffic was 
resumed at noon. Business is much in- 
terrupted and all trains are late. The 
storm is general.

CALLED ON TO STAND UP. 


The District Attorney on “Re- 
 publican’s” Letter. 


He Would Like to Know the Name of 
the Author, 


And Will Then Prove Him a Most Con- 
summate Prevaricator. 


Mr. Gainn Replies to the Strictures of Mr. 
McLachian and Gives Some Inside 
Facts — A Question of 

Veracity. 


District Attorney McLachlan was seen 
by a Times reporter yesterday, and 
asked what he had to say in reply to 
the communication in . yesterday’s 
Herald signed Republican.“ He said: 
“Tam too busy with my official duties 
to notice the effusions. of any craven 
coward who has not the manhood or 
courage to sign his name to an attack of 
‘that kind, but if the individual who 
shields himself behind the honorable 
non-de-plume Republican“ will arise 
and make his identity known I will 
agree to prove him to be a consummate 
liar. Icall upon him to stand up.“ 

When asked if he knew who the au- 
thor of the letter is Mr. McLachlan 
said that he did not, though of course he 
had an idea as to who wrote it. So far, 
he said, he had been unable to find any 
one to fatherit. In this respect it re- 
minded him of the mule, that has no 
pride of ancestry nor hope of posterity. 

Mr. McLachlan denied that he had 
ever stated publicly or privately that 
he owed his nomination and election to 
Hervey Lindley. Mr. Lindley had sup- 
ported him, as had other Republicans, 
and he had been elected by the votes 
ofhis party. He is under no obliga- 
tions to any one in the sense implied in 
the communication, but if he was he 
would not allow that to influence his 
official acts. Heisthe District Attor- 
ney for the entire people, and as such 
intended to do his duty to the best of 
his ability. 


Those Insinuations. . 

| Los Axons, March 17.—[To the Ed- 
itor of Tun Times.] District Attorney 
McLachlan, in his report to Judge 
Smith on the Whittier Reform School 
investigation, uses the following lan- 
guage: 

I have examined Mr. Guinn with refer- 


port, and he testifies that he knows of no 
evidence or facts upon which a criminal 
complaint could be made against any one 
connected with the management of that in- 
stitution; that be could not swear to any 
such complaint himself, and the only proof 
to sustain an insinuation of criminal con. 
duct on the part of any one existed only 
in his own imagination. 

I testified to no such thing. I dis- 
tinctly pointed out to him thesevidence 
of the payment of a claim of $750 on 
what I considered false representations. 
The facts of the case, stated as briefly 
as possible, are these: Ata meeting of 
the trustees of the Reform School held 
May 3, 1889—Lindley and Sims pres- 
ent, Lowe absent—J. M. Damron, on 
promise of a fee of $1000 and travel- 
— ar Br. was employed to accom- 

Lindley, Trustee Sims and 
Architeet Young on their Eastern trip, 
as their legal adviser. At a meeting 
held September 3, 1889 (after the re- 
turn of the tourists, ) all that portion of 
the minutes of May 8 relating to the 
employment of Damron was rejected— 
virtually expunged from the record. 


At a meeting held March 18, 1890, it 


was agreed to pay Damron’s claim of 

it that he receipt in 
full for all claims he might hold against 
the trustees or the State. When the 
claim was presented to the State Con- 
troller there seems.to have been some 
difficulty in getting him to pay it. A 
copy of a portion of the rejected min- 
utes relating to the employment of 
Damron wassent tothe Controller, All 
mention of the $1000 fee and the 
clause to render such services as an 
attorney-at-law as they may require, 
etc.,“ was omitted. Clerk Lowe certi- 
fied over the seal of the school that the 
foregoing was ‘‘a true and exact copy 
of the instructions issued 2 J. M. Dam- 
ron.“ 

From the action of the trustees in re- 
jecting all that portion of their minutes 
which related to the employment of 
Damron I fail to see how he had any 
claim against the State. The clerk, 
when he certified that what he sent to 
the Controller was a true and correct 
copy of the instructions issued to J. M. 
Damron at a meeting of the trustees 
held May 8, 1889, certified to what was 
not so, for the trustees had repudiated 
both their instructions and the employ- 
ing of Damron. The claim was paid on 
false representations. I stated this to 
Mr. McLachlan. He said there was 
nothing criminalin that; then asked if 
I would swear outa complaint against 
Clerk Lowe. I told him most emphati- 
cally that I would not. As it would fall 
to him to prosecute the case, and as he 
had told me there was nothing in it, I 
would have been rather verdant to 
swear to a complaint under such circum- 
stances. 

Mr. McLachlan says that from his in- 

vestigation he finds that ‘‘the last 
grand jury never adopted any report of 
Mr. Guinn on the Whittier Reform 
School, and that no report of his ever 
formed any part of the grand jury's re- 
port to the court.“ If this isthe case, 
what has he been investigating! Why 
did he summon numerous witnesses and 
spend valuable time, for which the 
county pays him liberally, in pursuing 
an iynis fatwus. Iwas not aware that 
the grand jury adopted an expert’s re- 
port. They did use material from my 
report in their report to the court, but 
used from it rathersparingly. It was 
too strong to suit the taste of a majority 
of those fair, honorable men“ whom 
Mr. McLachlan compliments so highly— 
men who could roundly censure the 
library officials for allowing the libra- 
rian $150 traveling expenses and the 
gir attendants a few nickels for car 
are, but could find nothing but com- 
mendation and praise for the Reform 
School trustees who allowed Sims & 
Damron $1500 for traveling expenses, 
although one of these men had no offi- 
cial connection with the school and the 
other was out of office months before 
the school opened. J. M. Grixx.

A Prosperous Fruit Season Ahead, 

It begins to look as though we are 
booked for arepetition of the exceed- 
ingly prosperous deciduous fruit season 
of two years ago. The blizzards and 
cold waves which swept over the coun- 
try east of the Rocky Mountains from 
the 10th to the 14th inst. covered a 
wide extent of country, going much 
further south than usual. They suc- 
| ceeded a warm spell, in which the grass 
had put forth and trees had bloomed in 
southern and middle latitudes. A cold 
wave coming at such a time is sure to 
make havoc with the fruit buds, and it 
will be no surprise to learn that the 
Eastern fruit crop is practically done 
for. 

At the same time We are promised an 
unusually bountiful yield of deciduous 
fruits in California. Every alternate 
year brings light crops, and last year 
was the off one. 

It seems rather ghonlish to be count- 
ing on prosperity based on other peo- 
ple’s misfortunes, but if that is the way 
nature has decreed it we can but accept 
the issue with good grace, Owners of 
fruit orchards should make every prep- 
aration to cure their surplus fruits in 
the best manner possible and take full 


ad vantage of their opportunities. Can- 
ning and drying establishments also are 
| justified in planning an active cam- 


paign. 

There should be more attention paid 
to the drying of fruit in such a way as 
to make it free from dust and insect 
larve, and to putting it up in neat and 
convenient packages. If our dried 
fruit could be relied upon to carry over 
into another season Eastern dealers 
would take hold of it with more confi- 
dence, and prices would rule better. 
Excessive sulphuring and open-air dry- 
ing are methods which might be aban- 
doned with muck benefit to the output.

I fully realize the fact that the case has 
passed beyond the power of the courts, and 
whatever may be the individual connection 
oi any member of either tribunal regard- 
ing the guilt or innocence of the defend- 
ant, such member is powerless to prevent 
the execution of the judgment as it now 
stands. .According to the law the Governor 
of the State, and he alone, is clothed with 
that power, and the responsibility which 


whose province it was to fix the penalty, is 
now transferredto me, and I am called 
upon to determine whether the judgment 
shall be modified or allowed to go into ef- 
fect as rendered. After caréful considera- 
tion of all that has been presented to me in 
this cage I am convinced that it is my duty 
to commute the sentence to imprisonment 
for life, as suggested by the Justices of the 
Supreme Courtand by His Honor Judge 
Van Fleet.

It has 
transpired that before coming to En- 
gland Williams, the man whose arrest at 
Melbourne led to the unearthing of the 
‘bodies, was living in Sydney. Shortly 
vaiter he left that city his wife and four 
“children disappeared, and it was sup- 
‘posed they had followed Williams to Eu- 
and. Rumors of his intended mar- 
riage to a young girl named Mathe- 
son had reached Sydney, and it was 
naturally supposed Mrs. Williams had 
t for Liverpool to prevent the con- 
summationofthiscrime. The police ex- 
pect to prove that the bodies found yes- 
terday are those of the wife and chil- 
drén and that Williams killed them in 
order to carry out his intention to 

marry Miss Matheson. 
It is belieyed that Williams married 
Miss Matheson at Beverly in 1890, as- 
suming the name of Lawson. 
He then described himself asa large 
farmer in Australia. He gave a num- 
ber of valuabie presents to Miss Math- 
eson. Hedeserted her and absconded 
to South America. Miss 
swore out a warrant charging him with 
the theft of the presents he had given 
her. He was arrested in Uruguay and 
brought back to Hull and sent to jail 


for nine months. During the time he 


was in prison it was ascertained that 
he had married and deserted a lady in 
Birkenbead in 1888. The facts brought 
to-light strengthen the belief that Wil- 
ams. is the most consummate, cold- 
blooded villain this or any other country 
ever produced. The police believe he 
has committed other murders. 
Today a gardener, who lives next door 
te where the bodies were found, recog- 
nized the eldest body as that of a wo- 
man seen in the backyard of the Din- 
ham villa on August 9 last. On August 
10 he heard the children screaming. 
‘He paid no attention to it, thinking that 
‘perhaps some of the children were hurt. 
© never saw the woman or children 
afterwards. 
Another man recognized the body as 
that of Marie Deening, who had been 
an employé of à Liverpool fishmonger. 
Williams married her under the name 
of Deening, at the time describing him- 
self as a mining engineer. Williams 
aud wife afterward went to Hull, where 
‘Williams was arrested and convicted of 
forgery and sentenced to a year’s im- 
‘prisonment. Being discharged he mar- 
red a young woman in Hull, deserted 
ner and returned to Marie. Accom- 
age by Marie, Williams Went to Cape 
wn and then returned to Birkenhead. 
-¢ It is now learned that Williams’ 
oper name is Deeming. He has a 
brother who resides in Birkenhead, and 
who was summoued to attend the in- 
quest today on the bodies of the woman 
ahd four unfortunate children.

FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT. 


A Woman Run Over by a Cable 
Car. 


Spring and First Streets the Scene of 
the Disaster. 


Witnessed by Scores of Men, Women 
and Children. 


Mrs. J. H. Trenholm the Name of the Vic. 
tim—Serlously but Not Fatally In- 
jured—Narrow Escape from 
Instant Death. 


One ofthe most frightful accidents 
that has taken place on any of the 
street-car lines in this city for some 
time past occurred at the corner of 
Spring and First streets at 8:15 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. 

Train No, 68 was coming around the 
curve from East Los Angeles when a 
well-dressed woman was noticed to step 
from the sidewalk and hurriedly make 
her way to the middle of the track, 

Just at this moment another train 
bound for Boyle Heights pulled out, and 
she stopped to let it pass. She seemed 
to be unconscious of the fact that an- 
other train was coming around the 
curve on the very track she stood on. 
Officer Hill, who has charge of this 
crossing, warned her by calling to her 
to get out of the way, but she paid no 
attention to him. The officer’s cries 
attracted Gripman J. J. Mooney’s at- 
tention and he, too, called to her to get 
out of the way, and at the game time he 
did all in his power to bring the train 
to a standstill. 

The poor woman did not seem to 
know that she was in any danger until 
asecond before the dummy struck her, 
wheh she looked around with horror 
painted on her face, and gave one yell 
as she was dragged under the dummy. 
The streets were crowded with men, 
women and children at the time, and as 
the poor woman disappeared under the 
dummy women ran screaming from the 
scene and men turned pale. The train 
was brought toa standstill almost im- 
mediately after the woman was struck, 
and as soon as possible twenty or thirty 
men crowded around and fairly lifted it 
from the track. 

The injured woman, who was still 
conscious, was carefully picked up and 
carried to the drug store opposite, and 
Drs. Cowles, Colburn, Davidson and 
Cochran were soon in attendance. 

The lady gave her name as Mrs. J. 
H. Trenholm of Herald and Washington 
streets. She wanted her husband sent 
for at once, as she believed she was dy- 
ing. The doctors§ made a hurried ex- 
amination and found that her left arm 
was fractured and badly mangled, and 
her left hip was dislocated. Her face 
was cut and torn in several places, but 
her condition is not considered danger- 
ous. 

Her wounds were dressed and she was 
sent home in a carriage, where she was 
resting as easily as could be expected 
under the circumstances. 

The gripman was taken to the police 
station, where he was kept until the 
police had investigated the case, but as 
no blame could be attached to him he 
was allowed to go. At the time of the 
occurrence Officers Hill, Rich and 
Dugan were near by and gave ample 
warniug, but it seems that Mrs. Tren- 
holm is deaf, and of course as she could 
not hear the gong or the shouts of the 
men she did not know that she was in 
danger until it was too late. 

This is one of the most dangerous 
crossings in the city, and it is a wonder 
that there are not more accidents. The 
curve is such that the trains have to go 
at the full speed of the cable to keep 
from cutting the rope, and until a differ - 
ent arrangement is made there will be 
more or lessdanger. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the cable company keeps 
a man constantly on duty at this corner, 
and a policeman stationed there from 8 
until 5 o’clock, it is almost impossible 
to keep people from getting in the way 
of the cars, and there have been quite a 
number of very narrow escapes; in fact, 
only a few weeks ago the big policeman 
who stands on the crossing was struck 
by a train, knocked down and quite 
badly cut up about the head. 

Immediately after the accident Su- 
perintendent Aiken sent Dr. Brainerd, 
the cable company’s surgeon, out to 
Mrs. Trenholm’s residence to see what 
could be done forher. The company 
has also employed a professional nurse, 
and everything will be done for the lady 
that will alleviate her sufferings.

Passenger Rates to the East are 
Being Cut. 


A General Demoralization May Result 
from the Fact. 


A word More About the San Pedro 
Wharf Scheme. 


- 


Jay Gould's Party at El Paso—The Port 
Harford Road—Summer Excur- 
sion Business—Local 
Notes. 


On the 28th of this month the trus- 
tees of the town of San Pedro will con- 
sider the petition of Messrs. Carnicle 
and Hine for a wharf franchise at 
Timms’ Point and the privilege of mak- 
ing a railroad tunnel to extend from 
their lately-acquired water front to a 
cafion about half a mile distant. The 
current issue of the San Pedro Times 
contains the formal public notice of the 
intention to apply for these rights, as 
required by law. The particulars re- 
garding the acquisition of Timms’ 
Point and the purposes of the promot- 
ers of a prospective big enterprise have 
been fully described inthis paper. The 
known facts were stated positively, 
while the conjectures were printed as 
such. The callow reporter of the other 
morning paper, caught napping as 
usual, resorts to his stereotyped form of 
‘official denial’’ to divert attention 
from the fact that he was scooped on 
an important piece of news, and stupidly 
tumbles into his own pitfall. It 
will be borne in mind that Tue Tus 
did not say that the Santa Fé had pur- 


‘chased land at San Pedro, but did say 


that Messrs. Carnicle and Hine, who- 
ever they are, had bargained for 
Timms’ Point and made a payment on 
it. The names of their backers in this 
scheme were not stated, though it was 
inferred that the Santa Fé was behind 
it, either directly or indirectly, that 
road being the only one to which new 
terminal facilities at San Pedro would 
be desirable; and to the Santa Fé such 
an acquisition will become an urgent 
need, though an official acknowledge- 
ment of this may be difficult to obtain. 

The assertion that there is abso- 
lutely no basis for the story“ could be 
easily proven erroneous by reference to 
the legal advertisements in the San 
Pedro paper named, where the notices 
above alluded to appear. That alone is 


‘sufficient basis for everything that Tus 


Times stated positively, though the 
further facts of the purchase of the 
Point and the amount of money paid 
and promised are known beyond a 
doubt by several people who are not 
directly interested. No one should be 
surprised at an official denial from the 


railroad company, for ifthe Santa Fé 


people were the actual movers in this 
matter an official confirmation of the 
story probably could not be obtained 
until the regular trains were scheduled 
to run to and from Timms’ Point. It 
will be rememdered that Tux Times was 
the first to announce positively that the 
Santa Fé had negotiated for the Santa 
Monica Wharf and Terminal Company’s 
franchise and property. The rare 
humorist on the other morning paper at 
that time grew facetious, trotted out an 
‘oficial denial’? and then, when the 
deeds transferring the property were 
filed for record a few weeks later, had 
the effrontery to announce the fact in 
big headlines and claim it as ‘‘exclu- 
sive.“ 
CUTTING PASSENGER RATES. 

Passenger rates, eastbound from Los 
Angeles, are in imminent danger of be- 
coming demoralized. Tickets to various 
Eastern points are being sold at from 
$8 to $8 below tariff. Though the cut- 
ting applies to nearly all common 
points, itis especially pronounced on 
the rates to Creede, the new Colorado 
silver mine town, as there is considera- 


dle travel to that promising El Dorado. 


The scalpers seem to be doing most of 
the business, and make rates to suit 
themselves, the regular offices sticking 
close to tariff on business over the 
counter. Tickets to Creede are being 
cut $8, $5 and even $8, while rates to 
Cincinnati, Pittsburgh, Philadelphia 
and all the Atlantic cities are shaded 
more or less. A peculiarity of the 
present condition of affairs is that in 
some cases the cuts from tariff rates 
amount to more than the commissions 
which are paid forthe sale of tickets. 
As the dividing of the commission is 
supposed to be the only chance of a 
scalper’s shading the regular rate, it 
looks as though some of the roads are 
standing in and permitting extra reduc- 
tions to secure the business.

The Schemer Talks About His Califor- 
nia Experience. 


A $200,000 Heiress Among His Converts— 
The Messiah“ to Absorb Everything 
in Sight—Future of His Faith 
and Followers. 


Some days ago Dr. Cyrus W. Teed, 
better known as ‘‘Koresh,’’ stopped 
over in this city on his way East and 
delivered one or two lectures, after 
which he proceeded on his journey.

“We have about 200 followers in the 
West,“ Dr. Teed said. These ple come 
from all classes and denominations, but 
r from the Swedenborgians. We 

ave established a home at San Francisco, 
where our people can gather.“ bp 

' “Did you visit Thomas Lake Harris, the 
‘Primate’ of Santa Rosa, Cal.. who has 
achieved a good deal of notoriety lately!“ 

„es, and was very well received, He 
indorsed my doctrine, but we have not yet 
entered into confederation with him.

We have the inventor with us and pro 
to manufacture our engines in this city.“ 

Have you established any industries in 
California?’ 

Not yet, but we intend to, and are now 
making arrangements to not only enter 
into the cultivation of fruit, but the selling 
of the same.“ 

“Will you give the names of some of your 
rich followers in the West!“ 

“I prefer not. This young lady whom I 
have brought with me is an heiress, worth 
about $200,000, but I will not give her 
name or history, any further than that she 
is old enough to look after her own affairs 
— embraced Koreshanity of her own free 

„How do the Shakers and like societies 
look upon the scheme of a confederation?"’ 

“They are All favorably impressed with 
the idea. At Lebanon (N. Y.) the Shakers 
received me most kindly, and agreed that 
in most points my doctrine agreed with 
theirs.

S STEINITZ THE CHAMPION. 


Conclusion of the Chess Match in Favor of 
the American Bohemian. 

New Orleans Times-Democrat.] 

The grand contest for the chess match 
championship of the world between the 
rival Bohemian and Russian masters 
came to a close with the twenty-third 
partie played onthe 28th ultimo, and 
the former once again maintains his 
title to the honor in the most closel 
contested- match, duration conside 

in his history as a chess player. 

The score standing at 9 to 8, with 5 
drawn, in favor of his advefsary, Tchi- 
goria ‘evidently résolved to do or die, 
and, having the opening, he once again 
| dared the hazard of a King's Gambit. 
“Steinits,’ says the cablegram describ- 
ing the event, took the pawn amid in- 
tense excitement. The Russian played 
fox all he was worth. He rapidly devel: 
oped, his pieces, and soon Steinitz’s 
game was hemmed in. On the twenty- 
eighth» move Tchigorin’s win was a 
fo ne conclusion. Steinitz defended 
himself in his difficult position as well 
as he pould, but when Tchigorin brought 
his second rook into play the veteran 
seemed unable to ward off the deadly 
blow. But on the thirtieth move the 
strain told upon the junior master. 
Tchigorin broke down with a fearful 
blunder, which lost him the game and 
the match on the thirty-second move. 
Thus ended one of the most interesting 
and important contests in the history 
of chess. 

‘Reserving fuller comments on the 
great struggle for a later period, when 
we shall have had all the parties before 
us and when our space better permits 
thamat the moment, we merely observe 
that after so protracted a match, in so 
enervating a climate, between players 
whose habits are each far to the north- 
ward, it is small wonder that blunders 
should mark the closing play; indeed, 
the wonder is that they are so few as 
they seem to have been. Tchigorin, 
as the younger man and as coming 
from the almost frigid latitude of St. 
| Petersburg, perhaps suffered more in 
this respect, but Steinitz, too, must have 
been much affected. Indeed. on the oc- 


| casion of the final game he is described 


as having ‘‘lost his coolness, and pacing 
up and down the room while it was his 
opponent's turn to play’’—a most un- 
wonted procedure for him.

Xt Will be Dangerous on the Atlantic Coast 
Let the Mariners and Fishermen 
ane Day Off’ About 

 the®7th Inst. 
—

Sr. Josgru (Mo.,) March 18.—My last 
letter gave forecasts of the storm wave 
due to cross the continent from the 16th 
to the 224 and the cool wave from the 
19th to the 28d,. The next storm wave 
will be due to reach the Pacific Coast 
about the 22d, cross the Western mount- 
ains by the close of the 28d, the great 
central valleya from the 24th to the 
26th and the Eastern States on the 
th or 28th 

This storm will be very dangerous on 
the coast of the Northeastern States on 
the 27th or 28th, and if it should not 
reach the cogst till late on the 28th the 
highest tides that have been known for 
years may be expected. The tides will 
be very high on all our coasts on the 
28th, but if this severe storm shall have 
passed out onto the Atlantic on that 
day the northeast winds will materially 
lessen the tides on the coast of Maine 
and Newfoundland, Keep off the oceans 
and lakes about that time. 

The fishermen. about Newfoundland 
would better take a day or two off about 
that time and remain away from the 
waters, and along the coasts of the Bay 
of Fundy preparations should be made 
for destructive tides and storms on the, 
27th and 28th, | 

That dangerous storm wave will beet 
ably continue on the routes of the pas- 
senger steamers between New York 
and Europe from the 28th to April 2, 
and those who do not desire a rough 
passage should select some other time. 

At the same time, not far from the 
28th, a dangerous storm will be devel-, 
oping on the Pacific slope. The Pacific 
Coast storms are not usually severe and 
this one will not be of such great force 
as will that on Atlantic coast. 

There are t other storm waves 
moving around the earth in these lati- 
tudes, one of whieh will probably be not 
far from-the British Isles and the other 
in Central Asta.

waves may be, from the 27th to the 


29th, 
The last storm wave of March will 
reach the Pacifico Coast about the 28th, 


cross the Western mountains by the 
close of the 29th, tlie great central val- 
leys from the 80th to April 1 and the 
Eastern States on April 2 or 8. This 
storm will be at its greatest force about 
the 28th.and will decrease in energy 
as it moves eastward. 

Cool waves will cross the Western 
mountaitis about the 25th and 81st, the 
great central ‘valleys about the 27th 
and April 2, zud the Eastern States 
about the 20th and April 4. A blizzard 
is expected on the Northern lakes on 
the 27th or 28th. This storm will also 
affect the weather of the Southern 
States, with a probability of tornadoes.

An Important Water ater Right Question Set- 
tled lu a Colorado Court. 

[Special correspondence Irrigation Age. ] 
The case of William McClellan vs. 
Hurdle & Wilson was decided last month 
in the District Court at Greeley, the 
wry returning a verdict for defendants. 
e question at issue was one of vital 
importance to the agricultural interests 
of our State, and was watched with keen 


interest by this community. The case 
in brief is as follows: 
Defendants farm 160 acres on 


Lone Tree Creek, seven miles northeast’ 
of Greeley, and since 1889 have irri- 
ated the same by means of pumps, tak- 
water from a well dug on their own 
land at a distance of 150 feet 
from said creek. Plaintiff is farm- 
ing on land one mile below 
defendants’ well, and uses Water 
from Lone Tree Creek means of a 
private ditch builtin 1886 for irriga- 
tion purposes, and claimed that when 
the pumps were in operation the flow 
in the creek was lessened to such an ex- 
tent as to work him an injury, and last 
spring he brought action against de- 
fendants toenjointhem from further 
operation of said pumps. The case om 
cupied the attention of the court for 
two days and a large number of experi- 
enced irrigators were on the stand. 
Judge Downer's instructions to the 
ury were in substance as follows: 
at water olating beneath the soil 
(in no well-defined channel) belongs to 
the owner of the soil, and be is privi- 
leged to use the same as he deems best. 
is is probably the first time in Colo- 
rado that this question has come up for 
r determination, and the verdict, 
ing favorable to defendants, is of 
interest and importance in view 
of recent improvements on irrigation 
pumps, and no doubt will be a great in- 
centiv ve tothe further development of 
lands favorably situated as to a. supply 
of underground waters, and
